If the experts are unable to over- 
come the difficulty on this point 
this afternoon the issue will be re- 
ferred to the chief delegate*.

With the month of July passed 


without damage from the black rust,

be cut next week and the harvest 
will be in full swing in ten days, 
optimism regarding the 1924 grain 
crop in western North Dakota con- 
tinues. 
Opinion of farmers varies 


on the question of rust, many be- 
lieving that the crop is beyond seri- 
ous damage from this blight, while 
others 
believe it all is yet sub- 


ject to damage from, this source. 


Estimates of the 'wheat 
yield, 


which it is declared will equal the 
big year of 1915 in some sections 
and come close to it in others, range 
from an average of IS to .'.0 busheh 
an acre. 
Early wheat well put in, 


will average far above this In some 
sections, it is believed, as the wheat 
is filing out nicely. 


In Burleigh county, crops will be 


better m the southern and eastern 
parts of the county than in the north 


northeastern pnrtoi nomc-iftHn4- 


l:ar with the situation stating that 
lick of rain at a critical 
period 


caused some damage to wheat in 
the last named 
sections. 
In 
all 


turts of the county the prospect Is 
lot better than a fair crop, and on 
excellent crop in most sections. 


Need Much Labor 


A greatrtnany harvest laborer* will 
It needed in the wheat fields, but 
farmers have indicated they did not 
c-.pect to pay exorbitant wages. It 
is expected the 
prevailing 
wage 


mound here will be $3.00 to $3.60 
per day for harvest laborers, and 
plenty of labor is 
expected 
in 


Mtiny farmers will make every ef- 
fort to reduce the expense of hir- 
ing men to help put up their crop. 
Some labor has been hired -for $2.60 
|icr day. 


Burleigh county has nearly a full 


acreage in thin year in »t»tu of 
reports to the contrary. The asses- 
ors' report for hail insurance show- 
ed 278,604 acres in crop as compared 
tc 291,126 acres last year. The de 
crease is believed accounted for by 
en increase in sweet clover 
and 


similar cropa, for dairy and beet 
cUlle. There also is a considerable 
increase in corn acreage. 


The present crop 
season 
will 


yield the largest forage crop 
in 


n'any years in western North Da- 
kota and is expected to lead definite- 
ly to an increase in dairying and 
livestock raising. There will be nv 
importation of feed. 


Corn Progresses Rapidly 


The corn crop has caused some 


anxiety to farmers, but this anxiety 
has somewhat disappeared with the 
rtipid progress corn has made in, tne 
last two weeks. It is now in tassel 
in many fields, and has been grow- 
ing so rapidly that many farmers ex- 
perienced in corn 
raising 
believe 


that it ail will be matured before 
fiost, and that it will be a fair to 
good crop. The crop is two to three 
weeks later than last year. 


Rye cutting now is fairly general, 


and an ^average yield of around 20 
bushels to the acre is predicted m 
many quarters.

Optimism Over the 1924 Crop 
Continues Strong As It 
Approaches Maturity 


With the month of July passed 
without damage from the black rust, 
-probability that sonvti wheat will 
be cut next week and the harvest 
will be in full swing in ten days, 
cptimism regarding the 1924 grain 
crop in western North Dakota con­ 
tinues. 
Opinion of farmers varies 
on the question of nitt, many be­ 
lieving that the crop is beyond seri­ 
ous damage from this blight, while 
others believe it all is yet sub­ 
ject to damage from, this source. 
Estimates of the ' wheat 
yield, 
which it is declared will equal the 
big year of 1916 in some sections 
and come close to it in others, range 
from an average of 15 to .10 bushels 
an acre. 
Early wheat well pat in, 
will average far above this in some 
sections, it is believed, as the wheat 
is filling out nicely. 
In Burleigh county, crops will be 
better in the southern and eastern 
parts of the county than in the north 
and northeastern parts, some faral- 
liar with the situation stating that 
lick of rain at a critical period 
caused some damage . to wheat in 
the last named 
sections. 
In 
all 
parts of the county the prospect Ik 
lor better than a fair crop, and an 
excellent crop in most sections. 
Need Much Labor 
t 
A great many harvest labjrers will 
be needed in the wheat fields, but 
farmers have indicated they did not 
expect to pay exorbitant wages. 
It 
is expected the 
prevailing 
wage 
around here will be $3.00 to $3.60 
per day for harvest laborers, and 
plenty of labor is 
expected 
in 
Many farmers will make every ef- 
iort to reduce the expense of hir­ 
ing men to help put up their crop. 
Some labor has been hired for $2.50 
per (lay. 
Burleigh county has nearly a full 
acreage in this your in spito of 
reports to the contra^. 
The asses- 
ors’ report for hail insurance show­ 
ed 278,604 acres in crop as compared 
tc 291,126 acres last year. The de 
crease is believed accounted for by 
an increase in sweet clover 
and 
similar crops, for dairy and boci 
cattle. There a'Iso is a considerable 
increase in com acreage. 
The present crop 
season 
will 
yield the largest forage crop 
in 
n-any years in western North Da­ 
kota and is expected to lead definite­ 
ly to an increase in dairying and 
livestock raising. 
There will be no 
importation of feed. 
Corn Progresses Rapidly 
The corn crop has caused some 
anxiety to farmers, but this anxiety 
has somewhat disappeared with the 
rapid progress corn has made ii) tlie 
last two weeks. It is now in tassei 
in many fields, and has been grow­ 
ing so rapidly that many farmers ex­ 
perienced in com 
raising 
believe 
that it all will be matURd before 
frost, and that it will be a fair to 
good crop. The crop is two to three 
weeks later than last year. 
Rye cutting now is fairly general, 
and an average yield of around 29 
bushels to the acre is predicted in 
many quarters. 
No rust has appeared in 
wheat 
fields in North Dakota between Bis­ 
marck and the South Dakota line, 
according to S. W,'. Derrick, superin­ 
tendent of the Missouri River divi­ 
sion of the Soo line but he reports 
black rust was found near Pollock, 
S. D. W'lieat will be cut in 
the 
vicinity of Pollock 
and 
Herriod, 
Scuth Dakota, next week, but prob­ 
ably there will be no general cutting, 
in North Dakota until-the,, following 
week. 
Barley, rye and oats is be­ 
ing harvested south of Bismarck, he 
said. 
A report also was received here 
to the effect that the wheat harvest 
will be in full swing near Elgin, 
Grant county, next week.

The Prodigal's Return 


THE PACIFIST FLOURISH 


The War Department's idea of a "defense test" in the 


United States on National Defense Day, September 12, has 
evoked many protestations from pacifist sources. The action 
of Governor Charles Bryan of Nebraska in first approving 
and then disapproving the proposal leads to the belief that 
the. idea also has aroused opposition of purely a political 
nature. 


The "defense test" plan is understood to have been 


evolved by General Pershing. He and the War Department 
have remembered the confusion, the difficulty, the wasted 
energy of the mobilization of the forces of the United States 
fci- the recent World War, if many citizens have forgotten 
them. 
It is the business of the War Department to profit 


by the experience of the past. It appeared folly to the War 
Department to allow the nucleus of the splendid volunteer 
organization finally evolved during the World War to be en- 
tirely dissipated. 
Thus, through the Reserve Corps and 


volunteer cooperation, the War Department has sought to 
maintain a paper organization so that, should the nation; 
unfortunately -be plunged into conflict, it would be able to 
defend itself promptly and efficiently, with a minimum of 
lives and money. 


' The War Department plan calls for a test of the effective- 


ness of this paper organization — a test, virtually, of the 
worth to the nation of a voluntary organization as compared 
ito a large and well equipped standing army and military 
establishment. 
It proposed to find out if Army units and 


civilian units would quickly be in their appointed places,on 


eptpmber 12, ready for Action and knowing -what—actioir 


to take. 


President Coolidge, in defending the War Department 


idea, has pointed out that unfortunately" the term "mobiliza- 
tion day" has been applied, and has led many to believe that 
a national holiday is being declared on which every force 
will mobilize for war and a great military flourish will be 
made, encouraging a militaristic spirit. The plans of the 
War Department as published do not indicate that any such 
militaristic demonstration is planned. 
It appears simply to 


be. n I'pmmon-sense test of the organization the Department 
}i«s lii'lt. Perhaps nothing could so impress upon the people. 
.-* 1 rge th* sjigantic task of preparing for armed conflict 


<-, :irouFe their horror at the prospect of being thrown into 
wai as a iral Ust of preparedness. The movement might 
well be encouraged by the pacifist. 


OUR FLAUNTED PRIMARY 


The primary system has never been fully accepted by 


many thoughtful citizens, who see in it a danger to good 
government, and a useless burden of expense on the people. 


" On the other hand, certain forces in the country have clung 


to the primary system as an inalienable right, the only pro- 
tection, as they see it, of popular government. 


'The spirit of the primary law has been pretty well dis- 


regarded in North Dakota in the last few years by the major 
political factions. There has been no protest from the peo- 
ple. The primary has come to be regarded simply as an 
election, to determine nothing except an advantage in the 
fall battle. 


It is not surprising to see those who have maintained 


the primary system is at fault to continually disregard it. 
It is, however, rather inconsistent, though not new, that 
an organization such as the Nonpartisan League conference, 
shfuld wholly flaunt the spirit of the primary law. 
The 


Nonpartisan League faMed to name some candidates for 
state office in the Republican primary of June 25. The con- 
ferr-nce which met here Wednesday proceeded to name the 
r'»r"p candidates for office in the fall election, wholly in 
violation of the spirit of the primary as an elimination elec- 
tion. The opposing faction has done likewise in the past. 


From a practical standpoint, there is no objection to the 


?ction of the League. It simply is in conformity with the 
past elections. 
Indeed, the Nonpartisan might point out 


that since the League rose to power in the state it really was
